The cry “Cana- 
dian ore for Canadian smelters” is 
one that should appeal toall pat- 
riots; the benefits that would 
accrue are so cbvious that strong 
measures should be taken to grasp 
the opportunities which nature 
has placed ready for us to 
seize. if the Kootenay ores are 
taken tothe States for smelting 
the capitalists who contro) the 
smelting industry there will 
gather in the profits; the wages, 
instead of assisting Canadian 
workmen and Canadian store- 
keepers, will go into alien pockets 
and be spent in alien towns a legi- 
timate field for employment of 
Canadian citizens will be lost; 
and a great injustice allowed to be 
perpetrated. 

The decision of the Le Roi com- 
pany wa*'not arrived at hastily. 
There can be no doubt whatever 
that its action was dictated bya 
spirit of hostility to Canada. A 
site and waterpower on the Col- 
umbia river in British Columbia 
was offered to them—a site which, 
authorities agree, was equally ad- 
vantageous in every respect with 
that of Northport. Mr. Heinze, 
wiio offered the site, also promised

PRIVILEGES 


The Buffal> Express explains 
that the “bonding privileges’ 
which the Americans are con- 
stantly threatening to take away 
from Canada, are not the “bonding 
privileges” by which American 
vailways are enabled to carry 
goods destined for Canada, from 
the American seaports, through 
American territory, to this 
country, The Express says: 

“We hardly think the Spectator 
will hear a very loud echo of its 
defianve from Canadian railroad 
oflicials, They know, if the 
Spectator dves not, that the 
bonding privilege is the privilege 
by which Canadian railroads wre 
able to transport goods from one 
part of the United States to 
another ‘without paying duty at 
our customs houses. In cther 
words, it is the privilege which 
enables Canadian railroads to com- 
pete with American roads in the 
carrying trade of the continent. 
They would need considerably 
larger subsidies than they now 
enjoy if they had to depend on the 
traffit furmished by Canada's 
5,000,000 people for their dividends.” 

We suppose that the proposition 
is to deprive the Michigan Central 
railway, which is an American 
iistitution, of the privilege of 
carrying through freight through 
Canada on the Canada Southern, 
which road is owned « by 
Americans, and run entirely in 
their interest, That would be bad 
for the Americans, 


We suppose that the proposition 
isto deprive the Grand Trunk of 
the privilege of using the American 
harbor of Portland as a terminus, 
and the privilege of carrying 
goods through the United States 
to and from that port. That 
would be bad for the Americans 
and good for Halifax and St. John. 

We suppose that itis proposed 
to deprive the Canadian Pacific 
of carrying goods from the eastern 
states to the Pacific states, and 
vice versa, The quantity of 
freight so carried does not amount 
to five per cent of the total freight 
carried by the Canadian Pacitic, 
and its loss wouldn’t:affect the 
road very seriously, 

But why are Canadian roads 
able to compete with American 
rouidsin the carrying trade of the 
continent? Why do Canadian 
railwiys carry transport goods 
from one part of the United States 
to another without paying duty ? 
Is itnot because the merchants 
and people generally of the United 
States find it more convenient, or 
cheaper, or both, to use the Cana- 
dian road? And won't. these 
Americans suffer when the “privi- 
lege is removed ?”

Leaving this place, the next call was 
at Joseph MacPherson’s, whose large, 
well tilled farm with its acres of wav- 
ing grain and bands of horses anu 
cattle, would make an Ontario farmer 
green with envy. He camete Calgary 
in 1884 and worked in tow for a year, 
having 4 couple or turee head 
of cows. He looked out for a location 
and ecttled on his present homestead 
then an anbroken portion of the 
prairio anda a part of the old. Cochrane 
ican, Here a house had to be erected 

-orralls, stables and fences built and 
the tough sod broi.en up, but Mi, Me- 
Pheison has hed good crops every 
year with one exception and hs this 
year 112 acres under crop of which 1d 
are wheat, 10 barley, and 87 in oats. 
The crop is all very big and rank and 
of first quality. A great portion of 
the oats were sowii for green fodder 
and it is estimated will go about three 
tons to the acre. Mr. McPherson has 
realized from the first that grain grow- 
ing alone was a very risky business 
and even if he were sure of a good 
crop every year it was a slow way of 
making progress, so from the first he 
aimed at getting a band of good stock 
around him. He has about 40 head of 
horses and 11 foals this year, all good 
usefulanimals. From his horses he 
usually sells three or four and some- 
times a dozen animals and, as they are 
serviceable to the wants of the coun’ 
try and all gentle,they command good 
prices. He ownsa good Clyde stal- 
lion imported from Ontario and has 
this year bred 16 mares of his own, 
His horned stuck aggregate 90 head 
besides some 35 calves of this year and 
he makes butter from 12 cows, At 
the head of the band is a pure bred 
Shorthorn bull selected from one 
of the best herds in Ontario, In con- 
versation Mr. McPherson remarked 
that while ke always put in a good 
quantity of grain and mostly on sum- 
mer fallow it did not concern him 
greatly whether it ripens or not as 
there is more moiey in turning the 
grain into meat, products on the farm 
than selling it on the market, Besides 
the horses and cattle Mr, McPherson 
raises his own pork and always has a 
few cho'ce hogs for market. 

After having spent a pleasant half 
hour with the genial old Scotchman a 
start was made further west and along 
the road crops were seen which were 
not to be much commended, and the 


owners would do well to investigate as

SOUND TRANSMITTED ALONG AN 
INTANGIBLE WIRE. 


The Remarkable Invention of a Delleate 
Insteurment Which Transmits Speech 
Through a Sunbeam-—May Enable Us 
to Hear the Musie of the Spheres. 


Imagine making one’s voice heard on 
another planet! ‘To hear the actual words 
and topes of beings—if they exist and 
have speech and reason—who are separ- 
ated from us by millions of miles of 
empty space! There is nothing, prob- 
ably, \vhich to the erdinary men would 
scom more hopelessly tinpossible than 
this. I. those who have some know. 
ledge of science the diftk 5 would seem 
even more insuperable, Sound is the 
vibration of air; inn vacuum silence 
relgne forever, Lf lifted above the at- 
miosphere, the wildest clingor of bells 
would le stifled, the heaviest cannon 
would hurl its bolt without a whisper. 

How, then, is it conceivable that any 
sound should ever be carried through the 
interstellar void? 

How signals might be transmitted to 
the eve—from Mars, for  cxample, if 
creatures of sufficient Intelligence dwell 
there—is easily understood, But sound-- 
that is quite another matter. 

Yet science has solved the problem, 
This does aot mean that apparatus of 
sufficient power and sensitivencas have 
netnally been constrneted; the ditteulties 
in the way of an experiment on a scale 
et such magnitude are too formidable, 
and the cost would be ruinous, 

_ But the means have been found, the 
impossibiiity has vanished; the remaind- 
er of the problem is mere mechanical de- 
tail. Just as the telescope may concely- 
ably be perfected until we ean see the 
minutest objects end look the Martian, 
if he is there, in the face, so, by the 
perfecting of this new sort of telescope, 
we may hear his words if he has the 
rift of speech, 

4 For the instrument by which all this 
is to he accomplished may very preperly 
be called a telescope—but with a differ 
ence. Of course, no wires can ever he 
stretched from the earth to a flying 
planet. There is but one possible me- 
divm, 

It is propored to telephone along the 
revs of a shaft of light, 

Tt has not only been proposed: it has 
already been done, though net yet 
throngh interplanetary disiarees, Bot it 
light can carry sound for a single mile it 
ean earry it to the ends of the universe, 
and this perhaps is really ne more won- 
derful than the fact that through Melt, 
by means of the spectroscope, we can

Now many tresh hands at the 
foreign life would not teke an axe, or 
the best could not use it, [tso jet him 
buy a tree in some quiet co, se and 
practice the use of the blade py way 
of waking a boat Without najje, rope, 
saw or otherwise, than an axe and % 
file. 1 think thea he will give up the 
trip before his “beat” is finished, Sup-

I have seen 20 and 80 Indians in one 
canoe, but he then takes no pack with 
him as he lives on putrid fish, Now 
we hear of, to say mildly, hundreds, 
say 500, going up, and suppose that 
they have tive canoes, this means at 
the outside 100 miners, and it amounts 
to this, that the balance have to build 
their own canoes or else the last will 
have to wait five years for transport- 
ation, This gold rush will Care 
thousands of whitening skeletons, 
Now [| went a 270 mile trip, and we 
were two months over it, and we were 
glad to eat bears, herons, eagles, 
squirrels and other stuff, and for three 
days had to five on one rashey of 
bacon, In one place it took taree 
and a half days to go 10 miles, owing 
to the rough country, so I can speak 
feelingly for ethers who have to do 
the same, "Miners have brought out 
all they can carry,” In most cases it 
was all they had to expect and it did 
not take very much carrying either, 
I love the country but it is much ery

ton of gold that came down in July 
represented the clean up of the entire 
winter’s work. The very men that 
brought it said themselves that there 
were hundreds of people in and about 
the diggings who could neither get 
work nor a chance to prospect. Prob. 
ably 200 out of 5,000 struck it rich. Of 
the thousands that are pouring in 
there now, probably one per cent, will 
inake a stake, The others will not, 
and when they find how the land be i 
they willin most cases try to get work. 
In a few months men will be willing 
to work for any wages that will keep 
them alive. This will also have a de- 
moralizing effect upon matters as it 
will cheapen labour, 

“Think of the hundreds that ave 
going in without provisions, 

on’t realize the conditions that pre- 
vail in the district, and when it is ‘too 
late they will: see their error, Those 
who have these provisions will have to 
keep them for their own use and the 
many who are without supplies wi!! 
either starve or freeze, Before this 
time next year we will be hearing some 
of the most vivid hard luck stories 
that were ever told, and they will be 
told by persons who are now going to 
the Olondike. 

* There are some men who can go 
anywhere and make money. Put 
them on the Sahara desert and in a 
year they will get rich in some man- 
ner, That class of men has its repre- 
sentatives among. those who are 
rushing to the Clondike, and they will 
come back with thousands, But there 
are 100 of another class to every one of 
the sort I’ve described. The other 
class is made up of people who might 
be put anywhere, with any amount of 
money and favourable conditions and 
ina year they would be dead broke. 
Such people will come out of the Clon- 
dike wearing the same shirt they 
started in with and cursing the im- 
pulse that ever drove them to seek 
fortune in a placer camp. 

** My experience as a miner in Mon- 
tana, Nevada and California has led 
me to believe that the chances to 
make a fortune in the Ciondike are too 
scarce to warrant the endurance of the 
hardships that attend a trip to the 
diggings. But of course [ am not as 
young as T used to be and my judg- 
ment is too severe.

How He Robs Mother Earth of Her 
Gold— it is Very Hard Work. 

Not cue person in a hundred who is 
at present suffering from the gold 
«faze has the slightest idea of the 
work involved in obtaining the pre- 
cious metal, The gold is covered by 
frozen gravel in the winter. During 
the summer, until the snow is melted, 
the surface is covered by muddy tor- 
rents, When the snow is all melted 
andthe springs begin to freeze the 
streams dry uy At the approach of 
winter, in order to get at the gold, 
the miners find it necessary to dig 
into the gravel formation, Formerly 
they stripped the gravel off until they 
came ec tke gold. Now they sink a 
shaft to the bottom of the gravel and 
tunnel along underneath in the gold 
bearing layer, The way in which this 
is done is interesting, asit has to be 
carried on in cold weather, when 
everything is frozen. The miners 
build fires over the area where they 
wish to work, and keep these lighted 
over that territory for the space of 24 
hours, Then at the expiration of this 
period the gravel will be melted and 
softened tothe depth of perhaps six 
or seven inches, Thisis then taken 
off and other fires built, until the gold 
bearing layer is reached, When the 
shaft is down that far, fires are built 
at the bottom against the sides of the 
layer and tunnels made in this manner, 
Blasting would do no good on account 
of the hard nature of the materials,
